Capital and Labor. 


I have referred to the investigation of 


International controversies under a sys- 
tem which does not bind the parties to 
accept the findings of the court of in- 
quiry. This plan can be us^d in disputes 
between labor and capital. In advocating 
arbitration of differences between lar^e 
corporal* employers and their employes. 
I believe w« are defending the highest 
Interests of the three parties to these 
disputes, vix.. the employers, the em- 
ployes and the public. The employes can- 
not" be turned over to the employer to be 
dealt with as the employer may please. 
The question sometimes arises: "Can I 
not conduct my business to suit myself?" 
This q«esU<m is a plausible one. but when 
a man in conducting his business at- 
tempts to arbitrarily fix the conditions 
under which hundreds of employes will 
have to llvn and to determine the condi- 
tions under which hundreds of other* 
shall hav« to »x5at. I. contend that h« has 
no right to depriv* his employes of the 
rlKht of life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happineM-e To >mpport mis position I 
need only refer to the laws regulating 
th* safety of th« mln«<«. th* factory ia

It is difficult to 
condemn the manufacturers for uniting 
to take advantage of a high tariff sched- 
ule when the schedule Is framed on the 
theory that the industries need all th« 
protection given and It is not likely that 
the beneficiaries of these schedule* will 
consent to their reduction so long as the 
public waits for the tariff to be reformed 


time when tariff 


reform could b* more easily entered upon, 
for the manufacturers by selling abroad 
cheaper than at home. a« many of them 
do have not only shown their ingratitude 
toward those who built the tariff wall for 
them, but they have demonstrated their 
ability to sell In competition with 
th« 


world- The high tariff has long been a 
burden to the consumer In the United 
States and it is growing more and more 
a menace to our foreign commerce be- 
cause it arouses resentn»s«t and pro-1 
vokes retaliation. 


Favors Public Ownership. 


I have already reached the conclusion 


that railways partake so mueh of th€ 
nature of a monopoly that they must 
ultimately become public property and 
be managed by public officials In the in- 
terest of the whole community, in ac- 
cordance with the 
well-defined 
theory 


that public ownership Is necessary where 
competition Is impossible. I do . not know 
that the country i* ready for this change. 
I do not know that a majority of my 
own party favor it. bat I believe that 
a« Increasing number of the -members 
of all parties see In public ownership th« 
sure remedy for discriminations between 
persons and places, and for the extor- 
tionate rates for the carrying of freight 
and passengers. 
Believing, however, that the operation 


of all the railways by th« federal gov- 
ernment would result in a centralisation 
which would all but obliterate state lines, 
I prefer to se» only the trunk operated 
by the federal government and the local 
line* by the.several state ••vtmments.

REVIEWED BIG FLEET 


President Inspected Most 
Powerful 


Force Ever Assembled Here. 


Oyster Bay, Sept. 4.—On the waters 


of Long Island Sound, within view of 
Sagamore Hill, the president of the 
United States reviewed the greatest 


force and 15 additional troopers wer fleet of American war ships ever as- 
hurried to the scene. When the sec-1 sembled. 
ond detachment arrived, and while 12 
of the constabulary kept firing into 
the windows and front doors, six po- 
licemen made a rush for the side door, 
which they battered in. Three of the 
officers, 
Zehringer, Gross and Cum- 


mings, dashed up the stairs, but were 
confronted by three of the despera- 
does, who opened fire. Zehringer fell 
at the first volley, but the two other 
men escaped. 


The house was then dynamited and 


set afire by the troopers, who arrested 
two Italians In the house before the 
flames gained headway. In the house 
was also found a dead Italian, with a 
bullet through his head. The house 
was destroyed, and with it a smaller 
one standing close by. While but two 
arrests have been made, a search Is 
being made for others known to have 
escaped when dynamiting of the house 
was begun.

BRYAN DISCUSSES 
POLITICAL ISSUES 


New York, Aug. 31.— The 
home- 
coming of William J. Bryan was made 
tomplete when he was greeted in Mad- 
ison Square Ganl<?n by a throng of 
welcomers numbering more than- 20,- 
000. 
It was such a welcome as sel- 
dom. if ever before, was accorded a 
private 
citizen. 
Mr, 
Bryan's 
eyes 
filled with tears as he stood and ac- 
knowledged the thundering welcome 
from 20,000 throats. 
For eight min- 
utes, Avhlle the Garden seemed to sway 
and shak^e from the shouts and ap- 
plause, .he strode nervously from side 
to side of the narrow platform. 


When Mr. Bryan rose to speak he 
was greeted with tumultuous applause. 
He said in part; 


Mr. Bryan's Speech. 


T.iko aU 
travolnrs who 
hn.ve visited 
other lands, I return -with dollght to the 
land of my birth, 
more proud of 
It3 
pooplo, with inoro confidence In Its ROV- 
ornmont and sratoful to the ProvIdcnce 
that cast my lot in the United States. 
No other nation could show surh a rec- 
ord 
of bonovolonce 
and 
disinterested 
frii^ndshlp. 
My love for our form of 
ffoveniiTiont has boon qulckoncd as I have 
visited castles and towers and peered Into 
dark dungeons, and I am glad that OUT 
nation, 
profitins: by the experience of 
the 
past 
and 
unhampered 
by 
tra- 
ditions and unfettered by caste has bpen 
permitted to form a new centre of civili- 
zation on now soil and erect here "a gov- 
ernment of the people, by the people and 
for the people." 


The first message that I bring from the 
^ old world Is a message of peace. 
Th« 
cause of arbitration Is making real proi?- 
ress in spite of the fart that the nation» 
most prominent In the estabUshment of 
The Hague 
tribunal 
have 
themselves 
been engaged In wars since that court 
was organized. 
There la a 
perceptlhli 
growth In the sentiment In favor of th« 
settlement of International di$putes by 
peaceful means. 


Lost Prestige Through Philippines. 
Before leaving International peace, let 
me add that our nation has lost pres- 
tige. rather than gained It. by our ex- 
periment In colonialism. 
"Wij have srlven 
tho monarchist a chance to rldlculo OUT 
Declaration 
of 
Independence, 
and 
th€ 
scoffer has twitted 
us with 
Inconsist- 
ency. 
A tour 
throusrh tho 
Phlllppin« 
Islands has deepened tho conviction that 
we should lose no time In announclns 
our purpose to deal with the Filipinos 
as we deal with the Cubans. 
Every con- 
sideration, commercial and political, leads 
to this conclusion. Such ground as w€ 
may need for coRllng stations or fer a 
naval base will be gladly conceded by 
th,e Filipinos, who xflmply desiro an op- 
portunity to work out their own destiny, 
Inspired by our example and aided by 
our advice. In so far as our efforts hav< 
been directed foward the education ol 
tho Filipinos, we have rendered nhem a 
distinct service, but In educating them 
wo must recognize that we arc making 
colonialism Impossible. 
If we Intend to 
hold them 
as subjects, wo would 
not 
daro to educate them; 
self-government 
with ultimate Independence must be as- 
sumed If we contemplate universal edu- 
cation in the Philippines. 


Elect Senators By Popular Vote. 


I return more convinced than before of 
the Importance of a change In the meth- 
old of electing United States 
senators. 
There Is nollceable 
everywhere a dis- 
tinct movement toward Deuiocraxiy in ita 
broadest sense. In all tho countries which 
I have visited there Is a demand 
that 
the governmotn be brought nearer to the 
poeple. 
In the United States this trend 
toward Democracy has taken the form 
of a growing demand for the election 
of United States senators by a direct 
vote of the people. 
I am within 
th< 
limits of the truth when I say that the 
senate 
has beon 
for some years 
tha 
bulwark of predatory wealth, and that 
It even now contains so many memberi 
who owe their election 
to 
favor-seek- 
ing corporations and arc so subservient 
to their masters as to prevent needed 
legislation. 
The popular branch of con- 
gress has declared In favor of this re- 
form by a two-thirds vote and more than 
two-thirds of the states have demanded 
It. and yet the senate arrogantly and Im- 
pudently blocks the way. 


Favor»- Income Tax. 


The Income lax 
which some In our 
country have denounced as a socialistic 
attack upon wealth h.'W I am pleased to 
report, the Indorsement ct tho most con- 
servative countries In thte old world. I! 
Is a permanent part of the fiscal system 
of most of tho countries of Kuropo and 
In many places It is a graded tax. the 
rate being higher upon the largest In- 
comes. 
I have been absent too long to 
speak with any authority on the public 
sentiment In this country at this time, 
but I am so convinced of tho justice of 
the income tax that I feel sure that th« 
poeple will sooner or later demand 
an 
amendment 
to 
the constitution 
which 
will autliorizo an Income tax. and thus 
make It possIbU for the burdens of the 
federal government 
apportioned 
among 
the people In proportion to their ability 
to bear them. 


Capital and Labor. 


I have referred to the Investigation of 
International controversies under a sys- 
tem which does not bind the parties to 
accept the findings of the court of In- 
quiry. This plan can be used In disputes 
between labor and capital. 
In advocating 
arbitration of differences between large 
corporate employers and their employes, 
I believe we are defending the highest 
Interests of the thrp« parties to these 
disputes, vis., 
the employers, the em- 
ployes and the public 
The employes can- 
not be turned over to the employer to be 
dealt with as the employer may please. 
Tho question sometimes aripes: "Can I 
not conduct my busines» to suit myself?" 
This question is a plnuKlbJe one. but when 
a man In conducting his business 
at- 
tempts to arbitrarily Ox the conditions 
under whlcji hundreds of employes will 
have to live and to determine the condi- 
tions under 
which hundreds of 
others 
shall havn to exist. I contend that he has 
no right to deprlvp his employes of the 
right of life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness.® To itupport 
thla position 
I 
need only refer to the laws 
regulating 
tho safi'ty of the minf«. the fartory laws 
fixing the age at which ^'hildr^n can be 
employed, and usury Jaws 
osubllshing 
the rule of Intereiii 


But If it Ir unwUe to make the cm- 
oJoyer the soU custodian of the rl&hti 


ana inieri^srs 
or 
the 
employes, it is 


equally unwise to give to the employes 
iincontrolled 
avithorlty 
over the 
rights 
and Interests of tho employer 
The em- 
ployes are nn more to be trus^od to act 
tinsnlflshly and disinterestedly than 
the 
employers. 
Tn their seal to secure an ad- 
vantage they may not only da Injustice, 
but ^»'«n forfeit a larger future gain. 


No rftfsr^nce to th» labor qufstleu 
complet* th&t does not IncIudc some mtn* 
tlon of what to known as government bf 
Injunction. 
As the main purpose of th« 
writ Is to evade trial by Jury, it Is really 
nn attack upon the judicial system, and 
ought to arouse a unanimous protest. So 
long as the meanest thief Is guaranteed 
a trial by Jury, a Jury ought not to be 
denied to wage earners. However, as tha 
writ is usually Invoked In case of a strike, 
the Importance of the subject would bo 
very much reduced by the addition of 


system of arbitration, because arbitra- 
tion would much reduce, even If It did 
not entirely remove tho probability of a 
atrlke. 


Just another word In regard 
to 
the 
laboring man. The struggle to secure an 
eight-hour day Is an International strug- 
gle, and it Is sure to be settled In favor 
of the worklngman's 
contention. 
The 
benefits of the labor-saving machine have 
not been distributed with equity. 
The 
producer has enoi'mously multiplied his 
capacity, but so far the owner of the ma- 
chine has received too much of tha In- 
crease and the laborer too little. 


Bimetallism Not an Issue. 


Thus far I have dwelt upon subjects 
which may not be regarded as »trictly 
partisan, but I am sure that you will 
pardon me If In this presence I betray 
my Interest In those policies for which 
the Democratic party stands. Our oppo- 
nents have derived 
not only 
partisan 
pleasure, but also 
partisan 
advantage 
from the division caused In our 
party 
by the money question. They ought not, 
therefore, begrudge us the satisfaction 
that we find In the fact that unexpected 
conditions have removed 
the cause of 
our differences and permitted ua to pres- 
ent a united front on present Issues. The 
unlocked for and unprecedented Increase 
In the production of gold had brought 
a victory to both the advocates of gold 
and 
the 
advocates 
of 
bimetallism—tho 
former keeping the gold standard which 
they wanted and tho latter securing the 
larger volume of money for which they 
contended. 


Trusts the Paramount Issue. 


While men may differ as to the rela- 
tive Importance of Issues, and while the 
next congress will largely shape the lines 
upon which the coming presidential cam- 
paign win be fought, I think It Is saf« 
to say that at present the paramount is- 
sue In the minds of a large majority of 
the people Is the trust Issue. I congratu- 
late President Roosevelt upon the steps 
which he has taken to enforce the anti- 
trust law and my gratification Is not les- 
sened by the fact that he has followed 
tho Democratic rather than the Republ- 
can platform in every advance h« ha4 
made. 


Imprison the Guilty. 


We need not quarrel over remedied.. W« 
must show ourselves willing to support 
any remedy which promises substantial 
advantage to the people In their warfare 
against monopoly. 
Something Is to b« 
expected 
from the enforcement of 
the 
criminal 
clause 
of 
the Sherman 
anti- 
trust law. but this law must be enforced, 
not against a few trusts as at present, 
but against all trusts, and the aim must 
be to Imprison the guilty, not merely to 
recover a fine. What Is a fine of JIOOO, oi 
even $10,000 to a trust which makes $100,- 
000 while the trial Is In progress? If the 
criminal clause Is not going to be en- 
forced It ought to be repealed. 


New Anti-Trust Laws Needed. 


But It is not sufficient to enforce exist- 
ing laws. If ten corporations conspiring 
together In restraint of trade are threat- 
ened with punishment all they have to 
do now Is to dissolve their separate cor- 
porations and turn their property over to 
a new corporation. 
We need, therefore, 
new legislation and the Republican party 
not only falls to enact such legislation, 
but falls even to promise It. The Demo 
cratic party must be prepared to l)ropose 
new and efficient legislation. 
• 


For Tariff Reform. 


The tariff question is very closely allied 
to the trust question and the reduction of 
the tariff furnishes an easy means of lim- 
iting the extortion which the trusts can 
practice. While absolute free trade would 
not necessarily make a trust Impossible, 
still it IB probable that very few manufac' 
turlng establishments would dare to en- 
ter Into a trust If the president were em- 
powered to put on the free list artlclea 
competing with 
those controlled by a 
trust. 
The principle embodied In 
th« 
protective 
tariff has been 
the fruitful 
source of a great deal of political corrup- 
tion as well as the support of many of our 
most Inlqultlous trusts. 
It Is dlfncult to 
condemn the manufacturers for uniting 
to take advantage of a high tariff sched- 
ule when the schedule Is framed on the 
theory that the Industries need all the 
protection given and It Is not likely that 
the beneficiaries of these schedules will 
consent to their reduction so long as the 
public waits for the tariff to be reformed 
by Its friends. 


There never was a time when tariff 
reform could be more easily entered upon, 
for the manufacturers by selling abroad 
cheaper than at home, as many of them 
do, have not only shown their Ingratitude 
toward those who built tho tariff wall for 
them, but they have demonstrated their 
ability to sell In competition with 
the 
world. 
The high tariff has long been a 
burden to the consumer In the United 
«States and It Is growing more and more 
a menace to our foreign commerce be- 
causo It arouses 
resentn>««t 
and 
pro- 
vokes retaliation. 


Favors Public Ownership. 


I have already reached the conclusion 
that railways partake so mueh of the 
nature of a monopoly that they 
must 
ultimately become public property 
and 
be managed by public offlclals In the In- 
terest of the whole community, In ac- 
cordance with the 
well-defined 
theory 
that public ownership is necessary where 
competition Is Impof^slble. I do not know 
that the country Is ready for this change. 
1 do not know that a majority of my 
own party favor it. but I believe that 
an Increasing number of the members 
of all parlies see In public ownership the 
sure remedy for discriminations between 
persons and places, and for the extor- 
tionate rates for the carrying of freight 
and passengers. 


liellevlng, however, that the operation 
of all the railways by the federal gov-^ 
ernment would result in a centralization 
which would all but obliterate stale lines, 
I prefer to see only the trunk operated 
by the federal government and the local 
line^ by the several state g^nrrrnmenls. 


If any of you question my propriety of 
my mi^ntlonlng this a^ubJect. X beg to r»« 


ntmo you that ine president could not 
Ttave secured the passage of the rato bill 
Ikad h» not appealed to the fear of tht 
more radical remedy of government own- 
•mhtp. and nothing will so restrain the 
railroad 
magnates 
from 
attempting 
to 
capture the Interstate commerce commls- 
•ton as tho same fear. The high-handed 
manner In which they have violated law 
and Ignored authority, together with the 
pofruptlon discovered In high places, has 
done more to creatf» sentiment In favor 
sf public ownership than all the speeches 
and arguments of the opponents of pri- 
vate ownership. 


Opposes Socialism. 


SockiHsm presents a con.^lstent theory, 
b v t a theory which, In my judgment. do»\i 
not take human nature Into account. Its 
strength Is In its attack upon evils the 
existence of which l5 confessed. Its weak- 
ness Is that It would substitute a new 
disease—If not a worse one—for tho dis- 
ease from which we suffer. Tho socialist 
Is honest In the belief that he has found 
« remedy for human Ills, and he must be 
answered with argument, not with abuse. 
The best way to oppose socialism Is to 
remedy the abuses which have grown up 
under individualism, but which are not a 
necessary part of individualism, and the 
sooner the remedy Is applied the better.

William A. Mullen, of Harrisburg, shot 
through the foot; First Seargeant Jo- 
seph Logan, of Dubois, shot through 
the leg; George Felitzsky, aged 12 
years, son of Steve Felitzsky, a miner, 
Bhot In the leg. 


The trouble began when 
Sergeant 
Logan went to Florence to search for 
Leopold Scarlat, who is charged with 
shooting 
his 
brother-in-law, 
Bruno 
Trazzone, on Friday night. Logan was 
i n Drl Bodenhorn's office, when Salva- 
tore Waltzoch, who is said to be one 
of the most desperate members of the 
Black Hand, started to fight with a 
countryman in fjont of 
the 
house 
where Waltzoch boards. When Logan 
placed Waltzoch under arrest the lat- 
ter 'Invited him 
into 
the 
boarding 
house 'to prove his good 
character. 
Logan had scarcely passed the door 
when one of the Italians in the house 
made a lunge at him with a stiletto, 
the weapon passing between his arm 
and body. 
Logan retreated, but be- 
fore he got 15 feet from the building 
an Italian opened fire on him with a 
magazine 
shotgun. 
Logan 
returned 
the ftre, and the two men 
emptied 
their weapons at each other. 
Logan 
got one buckshot wound In the foot, 
and the desperado was seen to fall 
back into the house, perhaps fatally 
wounded. 
Logan, by inquiring of the 
residents, 
learned 
that 
he 
had 
a 
Black ¿ a n d man to deal with. 
He 
then telephoned to the barracks 
at 
this place, and a detachment of five 
privates was detailed by Lieutenant 
Egle to go to his assistance. 
When 
the detachment arrived Private John 
Henry Immediately started 
for 
the 
house, but when about 20 feet from it 
was shot down. 
Chambers afid Mul- 
len, In attempting the rescue of their 
companion, were both shot down be- 
fore they reached him. 
A telephone 
call was then sent for in tor the entire 
force and 15 additional troopers were 
hurried to the scene. When the sec- 
ond detachment arrived, and while 12 
of the constabulary kept 
firing 
Into 
the windows and front doors, six po- 
licemen made a rush for the side door, 
which they battered in. Three of the 
oilicers, 
Zehrlnger, Gross and Gum- 
mings, dashed up the stairs, -but were 
confronted by three of the despera* 
does, who opened fire. 
Zehrlnger fell 
at the first volley, but the two other 
men escaped, 


The house was then dynamited and 
set afire by the troopers, who arrested 
two Italians In the house before the 
flames 
gained headway. In the house 
WES also found a dead Italian, with a 
bullet through his head. 
The house 
was destroyed, and with It a smaller 
one standing close by. While but two 
arrests have been made, a search is 
being made for others known to have 
escaped when dynamiting of the house 
was begun. 


CANS DEFEATS NELSON 


White Lad Lost Hard Fight By Delib- 
erate Foul In 42d Round. 


• Goldfield, Nev., Sept. i. — BatUlng 
Nelson lost the fight by fouling Joe 
Gans in the 42d round of the best and 
longest fight seen in many years. Both 
men were tired when the fight ended, 
but Gans was apparently the stronger. 
He was away ahead on points and had 
smashed and cut Nelson ail through 
the fight without being severely hurt 
himself. 


Th© box office receipts were over 


580.000. and' tho purse »33.500. Under 
the agreement Nelson receives $22,500 
and Gans ?11,000, 


Shortly after the 42d round began 
the men were In their usual clinch. 
Nelson had his head on Gans' shoulder 
and his arm down. Several times ha 
hit Gans below the belt, apparently 
feeling for w vital spot 
At last he 
drew back hia right arm and hit Gans 
a vicious blow square in the groin. 
Tho colored boy sank to his knees 
and rolled over on his back. Referoe 
Siler, without hesitation, ordered Nel- 
son to his corner and awarded 
tlie 
fight to Gans on a foul. 


ARRESTS ARE 
SURE TO FOLLOW 


Philadelphia, Sept. 4,—District Attor- 
iif^y Bell, after an investigation of the 
affairs of the Real Estate Trust com- 
pany, which failed last week, estab- 
lished direct evidence of criminality, 
with more than one person responsible. 
Arrests are now absolutely certain, and 
it is known that the suspected persons 
have been placed under surveillance." 


'JThe deposits have been swept away," 
said Mr. Bell. "They have been looted. 
My Investigation shows that more than 
one person is implicated. 
There will 
be arrests, but how soon I have not de- 
cided. I interrogated Directors Junkln, 
Houston, 
Benson 
and Porter and 
a 
number of under officials of the trust 
company, 
I securcd 
much evidfence 
from them. 
I shall continue my in- 
vestigation and will examine Treasurer 
North and Assistant Treasurer Colling- 
wood. 
I have found no evidence that 
the trust funds were tampered 
with 
beyond the $50,000 already 
reported, 
but I have not concluded my investiga- 
tion of this department" 


That it is the intention of the depos- 
itors to place the burden of responsi- 
bility for the failure of the bank upon 
the shoulders of the directors has be- 
come 
known. 
Counsel 
representing 
$500,000 of deposits declared they were 
in a position to prove the liability of 
the directors. 
They propose, in the 
event of the directors being Unable to 
evolve a satisfactory plan for the re- 
organization of tho company, to adopt 
measures which shall Insure sonje ben- 
efits to the depositors- 


A marked change of front was mani- 
fested In the attitude of members 'of 
the board of directors toward reimbur- 
sing the depositors 
of the 
concern. 
Heretofore it had been declared that 
the directors stood ready and willing 
to advance any amount of money to 
readjust the affairs of the company, 
and thus rid themselves of the stigma 
of moral or criminal negligence In al- 
lowing the president to wreck the com- 
pany. 


John H. Converse, one of the direc- 
tors, denied this statement. 
He said; 
"I stand ready and eager to pay my 
proportion of the losses, but this pro- 
portion will be entirely based on my 
holdings of the company's stock. This 
I shall pay, and nothing more." 


District Attorney Bell is also making 
a rigid investigation into tho work ol 
the executive committee of the board 
of directors of the trust company. It 
is concedofi tVfit had the executive com- 
mittee cucLkcd ui> the contents of the 
company's vaults tho directors would 
not now be able 
to say that 
they 
neither knew nor had ever heard of th« 
loans made to Segal.

President 
Inspected 
Most 
Powerful 
Force Ever Assembled Here. 


Oyster Bay, Sept. 4.—On the waters 
of Long Island Sound, within view of 
Sagamore Hill, th© president of the 
United SUtes reviewed the greatest 
fleet of -rimerican war ships ever as- 
sembled. 


There was a ship of war for every 
state, 45 In all, ranging in size from 
the magnificent 16,000-ton cruiser Just 
completed to the fleet little torpedo 
boat and the submarines, and includ- 
ing one troop ship and colliers. 
In 
ihree columns there stretched along 
the sound 12 battleships, four armored 
cruisers, four protected cruisers, four 
monitors, six destroyers, six torpedo 
boats, submarines, a troop ship and 
five auxiliaries. 


In peace paint of spotless 
white,

ship 
rails manned "close aboard/' the splen- 
did fleet underwent the ceremony of 
Inspection 
by the president of

United Slates.

the Mayflower reached

head of the three columns a tremen- 
dous salute of 21 gun« wa« fired In 
unison by every ship. The ocffllal re- 
view began with this salute. 


When 
the Mayflower reached 
the 
head of the column to begin the re- 
view, the fleet was completely «ur- 
rounded 
by 
fully 
600 
boats 
large 
enough to weather the blow and load- 
ed with sightseers to their full capac- 
ity. 
A large number of 
three-deck 
steamers, each carrying thousands of 
passengers, ran down fron^ N e * York 
and 
others 
came 
from 
Cowvecilcut 
ports and towns on the I ^ s g Island 
shore. 
They all maintained 
perfect 
order, not a boat breaking throuxh the 
cordon 
of 
naval 
lauuvbes 
thrown 
around the fleet.

BRYAN DISCUSSES 
POLITICAL ISSUES 


New York, Aug. 31. — The home­ 
coming of William J. Bryan was made 
tomplete when he was greeted in Mad­ 
ison Square Ganlen by a throng of 
welcomers numbering more than- 20,- 
000. 
It was such a welcome as sel­ 
dom, if over before, was accorded a 
private 
citizen. 
Mr. 
Bryan’s 
eyes 
filled with tears as lie stood and ac­ 
knowledged the thundering welcome 
from 20,000 throats. 
For eight min­ 
utes, while the Garden seemed to sway 
and shake from the shouts and ap­ 
plause, .he strode nervously from side 
to side of the narrow platform. 


When Mr. Bryan rose to speak he 
was greeted with tumultuous applause. 
He said in part: 


Mr. Bryan's Speech. 
l\.fkc all 
travelers who have visited 
other lands, I return with delight to tho 
land of my birth, more proud of it3 
people, with more confidence in its gov- 
ernment and grateful to the Providence 
that cast my lot in the United States. 
No other nation could show surli a rec­ 
ord of benevolence 
and 
disinterested 
friendship. 
My love for our form of 
government has been quickened as I have 
visited castles and towers and peered into 
dark dungeons, and I am glad that our 
nation, profiting by the experience of 
the 
past 
and 
unhampered 
by 
tra­ 
ditions and unfettered by caste has been 
permitted to form a new centre of civili­ 
zation on new soil and erect here “a gov­ 
ernment of the people, by the people and 
for the people.” 


The first message that I bring from the 
old world is a message of peace. 
The 
cause of arbitration is making real prog« 
ress in spite of the fact that the nations 
most prominent In the establishment of 
The Hague 
tribunal 
have themselves 
been engaged in wars since that court 
was organized. 
There is a perceptible 
growth in the sentiment in favor of the 
settlement of international disputes by 
peaceful means. 


Lost Prestige Through Philippines. 
Before leaving International peace, let 
me add that our nation has lost pres­ 
tige, rather than gained It. by our ex* 
perlment in colonialism. W* have given 
the monarchist a chance to ridicule oui 
Declaration of 
Independence, and the 
scoffer has twitted us with Inconsist­ 
ency. 
A tour through the Philippine 
Islands has deepened the conviction that 
w© should lose no time in announcing 
our purpose to deal with the Filipinos 
as we deal with the Cubans. Every con­ 
sideration, commercial and political, leads 
to this conclusion. Such ground as we 
may need for coaling stations or for a 
naval base will be gladly conceded by 
the Filipinos, who pimply desiro an op­ 
portunity to work out their own destiny, 
inspired by our example and aided by 
our advice. In so far as our efforts have 
been directed Joward the education of 
the Filipinos, we have rendered »them a 
distinct service, but In educating them 
wo must recognize that we arc making 
colonialism impossible. 
If we intend ta 
hold them as subjects, wo would not 
dare to educate them; self-government 
with ultimate independence must be as­ 
sumed if we contemplate universal edu­ 
cation in the Philippines. 


Elect Senators By Popular Vote. 


I return more convinced than before of 
the importance of a change in the meth- 
old of electing United States senators. 
There is noticeable 
everywhere a dis­ 
tinct movement toward Democracy in Its 
broadest sense. In all the countries which 
I have visited there is a demand that 
the governmetn be brought nearer to the 
poeple. 
In the United States this trend 
toward Democracy has taken the form 
of a growing demand for the election 
of United States senators by a direct 
vote of the people. 
I am within the 
limits of the truth when I say that the 
senate has boon for some years the 
bulwark of predatory wealth, and that 
It even now contains so many members 
who owe their election to favor-seek­ 
ing corporations and arc so subservient 
to their masters as to prevent needed 
legislation. 
The popular branch of con­ 
gress has declared in favor of this re­ 
form by a two-thirds vote and more than 
two-thirds of the states have demanded 
It, and yet the senate arrogantly and im­ 
pudently blocks the way. 


Favors* Income Tax. 


The Income tax 
which some In our 
country have denounced as a socialistic 
attack upon wealth har I am pleased to 
report, the indorsement cf the most con­ 
servative countries In th* old world. It 
Is a permanent part of the fiscal system 
of most of tho countries of Europe and 
in many places Jt is a graded tax, tho 
rate boing higher upon the largest in­ 
comes. 
I have been absent too long to 
speak with any authority on the public 
sentiment In this country at this time, 
but I am so convinced of the justice of 
the income tax that I feel sure that the 
poeple will sooner or later demand on 
amendment to 
the constitution which 
wiil authorize an Income tax. and thus 
make It possible for the burdens of the 
federal government 
apportioned among 
the people In proportion to their ability 
to bear them. 


Capital and Labor. 


I have referred to the investigation of 
International controversies under a sys­ 
tem which does not bind the parties to 
accept the findings of the court of in­ 
quiry. This plan can be used in disputes 
between labor and capital. In advocating 
arbitration of differences between large 
corporato employers and their employes, 
I believe we are defending the highest 
interests of the three parties to these 
disputes, viz., 
the employers, the em­ 
ployes and the public 
The employes can­ 
not be turned over to the employer to be 
dealt with as the employer may please. 
Tho question sometimes arises: “Can I 
not conduct my business to suit myself?" 
This question is a plausible one, but when 
a man In conducting his business at­ 
tempts to arbitrarily fix the conditions 
under whlcji hundreds of employes will 
have to live and to determine the condi­ 
tions under which hundreds of others 
shall havo to exist. I contend that he has 
no right to deprive his employes of the 
right of life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness.® To support this position I 
need only refer to the laws regulating 
tho safety of the mlnr*s. the factory laws 
fixing the age at which ' ‘htldr^n can be 
employed, and usury laws esUbllshing 
the rale of interest 
But If It is unwise to make the om- 
oJoyer the sol# custodian of the rights 


ana interest* 
or 
the 
cmpisyes. it is 
equally unwiso to give to the employes 
uncontrolled authority over the rights 
and Interests of the employer 
The em­ 
ployes are nn more to be trussed to act 
unselfishly and disinterestedly than the 
employers. Tn their teal to secure an ad­ 
vantage they may not only do injustice, 
but e««n forfeit a larger future gain. 


No reference to tht labor question Is 
complete that does not Include some men» 
tlon of what Is known as government by 
Injunction, 
As the main purpose of the 
* writ is to evado trial by jury, it is really 
an attack upon the judicial system, and 
ought to arouse a unanimous protest. So 
long as the meanest thief is guaranteed 
a trial by Jury, a Jury ought not to bo 
flonied to wage earners. However, as the 
writ is usually Invoked In case of a strike, 
the importance of the subject would be 
tcry much reduced by the addition of 
,1 system of arbitration, because arbitra­ 
tion would much reduce, even if it did 
not entirely remove tho probability of a 
strike. 


Just another word in regard to the 
laboring man. The struggle to secure an 
eight-hour day is an international strug­ 
gle, and it is sure to be settled In favor 
of the workingman’s contention. 
The 
benefits of the labor-saving machine have 
not been distributed with equity. 
The 
producer has enormously multiplied his 
capacity, but so far the owner of the ma­ 
chine has received too much of the in­ 
crease and the laborer too little. 


Bimetallism Not an Issue. 


Thus far I have dwelt upon subjects 
which may not be regarded as strictly 
partisan, but I am sure that you will 
pardon me if in this presence I betray 
my interest in those policies for which 
the Democratic party stands. Our oppo­ 
nents have derived 
not only partisan 
pleasure, but also 
partisan advantage 
from the division caused in our party 
by the money question. They ought not, 
therefore, begrudge us the satisfaction 
that we find in the fact that unexpected 
conditions have removed the cause of 
our differences and permitted us to pres­ 
ent a united front on present Issues. The 
unlooked for and unprecedented Increase 
in the production of gold had brought 
a victory to both the advocates of gold 
and the advocates of bimetallism—the 
former keeping the gold standard which 
they wanted and the latter securing the 
larger volume of money for which they 
contended. 


Trusts the Paramount Issue« 


While men may differ as to the rela­ 
tive importance of Issues, and while the 
next congress will largely shape the lines 
upon which the coming presidential cam­ 
paign will be fought, I think it Is safe 
to say that at present the paramount is­ 
sue In the minds of a large majority of 
the people is the trust issue. I congratu« 
late President Roosevelt upon the steps 
which he has taken to enforce the anti­ 
trust law and my gratification Is not les­ 
sened by the fact that he has followed 
tho Democratic rather than the Kepubi- 
can platform in every advance he has 
made. 


Imprison the Guilty. 


We need not quarrel over remedies.. We 
must show ourselves willing to support 
any remedy which promises substantia) 
advantage to the people in their warfare 
against monopoly. 
Something is to be 
expected from the enforcement of the 
criminal clause of the Sherman anti­ 
trust law. but this law must be enforced, 
not against a few trusts as at present, 
but against all trusts, and the aim must 
be to Imprison the guilty, not merely to 
recover a fine. W hat is a fine of $1000, oi 
even $10,000 to a trust which makes $100,- 
000 while the trial is in progress? If the 
criminal clause Is not going to be en­ 
forced it ought to be repealed. 


New Anti-Trust Laws Needed. 


But It is not sufficient to enforce exist­ 
ing laws. If ten corporations conspiring 
together In restraint of trade are threat­ 
ened with punishment all they have to 
do now is to dissolve their separate cor­ 
porations and turn their property over to 
a new corporation. 
We need, therefore, 
new legislation and the Republican party 
not only fails to enact such legislation, 
but fails even to promise it. The Demo 
cratic party must be prepared to propose 
new and efficient legislation. 
# 


For Tariff Reform. 


The tariff question is very closely allied 
to the trust question and the reduction of 
the tariff furnishes an easy means of lim­ 
iting the extortion which the trusts can 
practice. While absolute free trade would 
not necessarily make a trust impossible, 
still It Is probable that very few manufac- 
turing establishments would dare to en­ 
ter into a trust if the president were em­ 
powered to put on the free list articles 
competing with those controlled by a 
trust. 
The principle embodied in 
the 
protective tariff has been the fruitful 
source of a great deal of political corrup­ 
tion as well as the support of many of our 
most Inlquitlous trusts. 
It Is difficult to 
condemn the manufacturers for uniting 
to take advantage of a high tariff sched­ 
ule when the schedule Is framed on the 
theory that the Industries need all the 
protection given and it Is not likely that 
the beneficiaries of these schedules will 
consent to their reduction so long as the 
public waits for the tariff to be reformed 
by its friends. 


There never was a time when tariff 
reform could be more easily entered upon, 
for the manufacturers by selilng abroad 
cheaper than at home, as many of them 
do, have not only shown their Ingratitude 
toward those 'who built tho tariff wall for 
them, but they have demonstrated their 
ability to sell in competition with 
the 
world. The high tariff has Jong been a 
burden to the consumer in the United 
States and it is growing more and more 
a menace to our foreign commerce be­ 
cause It arouses resentm««t and pro­ 
vokes retaliation. 


Favors Public Ownership. 


I have already reached the conclusion 
that railways partake so much of the 
nature of a monopoly that they must 
ultimately become public property and 
be managed by public officials in the In­ 
terest of the whole community, In ac­ 
cordance with the 
well-defined 
theory 
that public ownership Is necessary where 
competition is impossible. I do not know 
that the country Is ready for this change. 
1 do not know that a majority of my 
own party favor it, but I believe that 
an increasing number of the members 
of all parties see in public ownership the 
sure remedy for discriminations between 
persons and places, and for the extor­ 
tionate rates for the carrying of freight 
and passengers. 


Believing, however, that the operation 
of ail the railways by the federal gov-» 
ernment would result in a centralization 
which would all but obliterate state lines, 
I prefer to see only the trunk operated 
by the federal government and the local 
lines by the several state governments- 
If any of you question my propriety of 
my mentioning this subject. I beg to re- 


mma you that tne president could not 
have secured the passage of tho rato bill 
Had he not appealed to the fear of the 
more radical remedy of government own 
•rshlp. and nothing will so restrain the 
railroad magnates from attempting to 
capture the Interstate commerce commis­ 
sion as tho same fear. The high-handed 
manner in which they have violated law 
and Ignored authority, together with the 
corruption discovered in high places, has 
done more to create sentiment In favor 
*f public ownership than all tho speeches 
and arguments of the opponents of pri­ 
vate ownership. 


Opposes Socialism, 


Socialism presents a consistent theory, 
b a t a theory which, in my judgment, doos 
not take human nature into account. Its 
strength is in its attack upon evils the 
existence of which is confessed. Its weak­ 
ness is that it would substitute a new 
disease—If not a worse one—for tho dis­ 
ease from which we suffer. Tho socialist 
Is honest in the belief that he has found 
a remedy for human ills, and he must be 
answered with argument, not with abuse. 
The best way to oppose socialism is to 
remedy the abuses which have grown up 
under individualism, but which are not a 
necessary part of individualism, and the 
sooner the remedy is applied the better. 
BLOODY BATTLE 
WITH FOREIGNERS 


Punxsutawney, Pa., 
Sept. 3.—Two 
members of 
the state 
constabulary 
dead, one dying and two others wound­ 
ed is the result of a riot with Italians 
at Florence, seven miles from here. 
One of the Italians is dead, another is 
slightly wounded and two are under 
arrest, while the house in which the 
rioters 
barricaded 
themselves 
is a 
wreck from 
dynamite 
used 
by the 
troopers to dislodge the rioters. 


The dead are: Private John Henry, 
of Philadelphia; Private Francis Zeh- 
ringer, of Conshohocken.; unidentified 
Italian. 


Fatally injured: Private Homer C. 
Chambers, of Rochester, Pa. 


The others wounded are: Private 
William A. Mullen, of Harrisburg, shot 
through the foot; First Seargeant Jo­ 
seph Logan, of Dubois, shot through 
the leg; George Felitzsky, aged 12 
years, son of Steve Felitzsky, a miner, 
shot in the leg. 


The trouble began when Sergeant 
Logan went to Florence to search for 
Leopold Scarlat, who is charged with 
shooting 
his 
brother-in-law, Bruno 
Trazzone, on Friday night. Logan was 
1n Dr! Bodenhorn’s office, when Salva­ 
tore ’Waltzoch, who is said to be one 
of the most desperate members of the 
Black Hand, started to fight with a 
countryman in fjont of 
the 
house 
where Waltzoch boards. When Logan 
placed Waltzoch under arrest the lat­ 
ter 
invited him 
into 
the 
boarding 
house 'to prove his good character. 
Logan had scarcely passed the door 
when one of the Italians in the house 
made a lunge at him with a stiletto, 
the weapon passing between his arm 
and body. 
Logan retreated, but be­ 
fore he got 15 feet from the building 
an Italian opened fire on him with a 
magazine shotgun. 
Logan returned 
the fire, and the two men emptied 
their weapons at each other, 
Logan 
got one buckshot wound in the foot, 
and the desperado was seen to fall 
back into the house, perhaps fatally 
wounded. 
Logan, by inquiring of the 
residents, 
learned 
that he 
had 
a 
Black fland man to deal with. 
He 
then telephoned to the barracks at 
this place, and a detachment of five 
privates was detailed by Lieutenant 
Egle to go to his assistance. When 
the detachment arrived Private John 
Henry immediately started 
for 
the 
house, but when about 20 feet from it 
was shot down. 
Chambers afad Mul­ 
len, in attempting the rescue of their 
companion, were both shot down be­ 
fore they reached him. 
A telephone 
call was then sent for in tor the entire 
force and 15 additional troopers were 
hurried to the scene. When the sec* 
ond detachment arrived, and while 12 
of the constabulary kept firing into 
the windows and front doors, six po­ 
licemen made a rush for the side door, 
which they battered in. Three of the 
officers, 
Zehringer, Gross and Cum­ 
mings, dashed up the stairs, hu t were 
confronted by three of the despera­ 
does, who opened fire. 
Zehringer fell 
at the first volley, but the two other 
men escaped, 


The house was then dynamited and 
set afire by the troopers, who arrested 
two Italians in the house before the 
flames gained headway. In the house 
was also found a dead Italian, with a 
bullet through his head. 
The house 
was destroyed, and with It a smaller 
one standing close by, While but two 
arrests have been made, a search Is 
being made for others known to have 
escaped when dynamiting of the house 
was begun. 


GANS DEFEATS NEL80N 


White Lad Lost Hard Fight By Delib­ 
erate Foul In 42d Round. 


Goldfield, Nev., Sept. 4. — Battling 
Nelson lost the fight by fouling Joe 
Gans in the 42d round of the best and 
longest fight seen in many years. Both 
men were tired when the fight ended, 
but Gans was apparently the stronger. 
He was away ahead on points and had 
smashed and cut Nelson ail through 
the fight without being severely hurt 
himself. 


The box office receipts were oyer 


$80,000, and1 tho purse $33,500. Under 
the agreement Nelson receives $22,500 
and Gans $11,000. 


Shortly after the 42d round began 
the men were in their usual clinch. 
Nelson had his head on Gans* shoulder 
and his arm down. Several times ho 
hit Gans below the belt, apparently 
feeling for a> vital spot 
At last he 
drew back his right arm and hit Gans 
a vicious blow square in the groin. 
Tho colored boy sank to his knees 
and rolled over on his back. Referee 
Siler, without hesitation, ordered Nel­ 
son to his corner and awarded tho 
fight to Gans on a foul. 


ARRESTS ARE 
SURE TO FOLLOW 


Philadelphia, Sept. 4.—District Attor­ 
ney Bell, after an investigation of the 
affairs of the Real Estate Trust com­ 
pany, which failed last week, estab­ 
lished direct evidence of criminality, 
with more than one person responsible. 
Arrests are now absolutely certain, and 
it is known that the suspected persons 
have been placed under surveillance.” 


“The deposits have been swept away,” 
said Mr. Bell. “They have been looted. 
My Investigation shows that more than 
one person is implicated. 
There will 
be arrests, but how soon I have not de­ 
cided. I interrogated Directors Junkin, 
Houston, Benson and Porter and a 
number of under officials of the trust 
company. 
I secured much evidence 
from them. 
I shall continue my in­ 
vestigation and will examine Treasurer 
North and Assistant Treasurer Colling- 
wood. 
I have found no evidence that 
the trust funds were tampered with 
beyond the $50,000 already reported, 
but I have not concluded my investiga­ 
tion of this department,” 


That It is the intention of the depos­ 
itors to place the burden of responsi­ 
bility for the failure of the bank upon 
the shoulders of the directors has be­ 
come known. 
Counsel 
representing 
$500,000 of deposits declared they were 
in a position to prove the liability of 
the directors. 
They propose, in the 
event of the directors being unable to 
evolve a satisfactory plan for the re­ 
organization of tho company, to adopt 
measures which shall Insure sonje ben­ 
efits to the depositors* 


A marked change of front was mani­ 
fested in the attitude of members *of 
the board of directors toward reimbur­ 
sing the depositors of the concern. 
Heretofore it had been declared that 
the directors stood ready and willing 
to advance any amount of money to 
readjust the affairs of the company, 
and thus rid themselves of the stigma 
of moral or criminal negligence in al­ 
lowing the president to wreck the com­ 
pany. 


John H. Converse, one of the direc­ 
tors, denied this statement. 
He said: 
“I stand ready and eager to pay my 
proportion of the losses, but this pro­ 
portion will be entirely based on my 
holdings of the company’s stock. This 
I shall pay, and nothing more.” 


District Attorney Bell is also making 
a rigid investigation into the work of 
the executive committee of the board 
of directors of the trust company. It 
is conceded *^*t had the executive com­ 
mittee cncckcd up the contents of the 
company’s vaults tho directors would 
not now be able 
to say that 
they 
neither knew nor had ever heard of the 
loans made to Segal. 


REVIEWED BIG FLEET 


President 
Inspected 
Most 
Powerful 
Force Ever Assembled Here. 


Oyster Bay, Sept. 4.—On the waters 
of Long Island Sound, within view of 
Sagamore Hill, the president of the 
United States reviewed the greatest 
fleet of ¿imerican war ships ever as­ 
sembled. 


There was a ship of war for every 
state, 45 In all, ranging in size from 
the magnificent 16,000-ton cruiser Just 
completed to the fleet little torpedo 
fcoat and the submarines, and includ­ 
ing one troop ship and colliers. 
In 
ihree columns there stretched along 
the sound 12 battleships, four armored 
cruisers, four protected cruisers, four 
monitors, six destroyers, six torpedo 
boats, submarines, a troop ship and 
five auxiliaries, 


In peace paint of spotless white, 
wreathed in rainbows of flags, ship 
rails manned "close aboard,” the splen­ 
did fleet underwent the ceremony of 
inspection by the president of the 
United States. 


When the Mayflower reached the 
head of the three columns a tremen­ 
dous salute of 21 guns was fired in 
unison by every ship. The ocflilal re­ 
view began with this salute. 


When the Mayflower reached the 
head of the column to begin the re­ 
view, the fleet was completely sur­ 
rounded 
by fully 
500 
boats 
large 
enough to weather the blow and load­ 
ed with sightseers to their full capac­ 
ity. 
A large number of three-deck 
steamers, each carrying thousands of 
passengers, ran down from New York 
and others came from Connecticut 
ports and towns on the Long Island 
shore. 
They all maintained perfect 
order, not a boat breaking through the 
cordon 
of 
naval 
lauuvbes 
thrown 
around the fleet.

cisco^by the Japanese Government to 
investigate the effects of earthquake 
and fire. After investigations, cover- 
ing a period of several weeks, Dr. 
Nakamura has completed his labors 
and will report his conclusions to 
his government. 


"I find," said Dr. 
Nakamura, 


"that much of the damage in San 
Francisco from the earthquake was 
due to poor mortar and faulty con- 
struction, and the greater portion 
of the damage to the class A build 
ings by fire was the result of mis- 
guided us? of hollow tiling and so- 
called fire blocks instead of concrete. 
It is aa easy matter. I have found, 
to design a building that will be not 
only earthquake proof, but practi- 
cally fireproof. 
"There has developed as a result 


of the earthquake in San Francisco 
great prejudice against brick build- 
ings. However, they are largely 
employed in 
Japan, where earth- 


quakes of greater severity than the 
one experienced in this city are not 
uncommon. The secret of their suc- 
cess, however, lies in the fact that 
good mortar is used. The mortar 
should either be composed of one 
part cement to two parts of sand 
or of one part cement, three of lime, 
and five of sand. The bricks should 
be thoroughly wet before being laid, 
and when the mortar has set under 
these conditions a wall becomes prac- 
tically one stone."

"Dishonest 
mortar—a 
corrupt 
conglomeration of sea sand and WmQ 
—was responsible for nearly all of 
the eaMhquake damage in San Fran- 
cisco," says Dr. T. Nakamura, pro- 
fessor of, architecture 
of the Im- 
perial University of Tokio, and one 
of the most distinguished members 
of the committee sent to San Fran- 
cisco^ by the Japanese Government to 
investigate the effccts of earthquake 
and fire. After investigations, cover- 
ing a period of several weeks, Dr. 
Nakamura has completed his labors 
and will report his conclusions to 
his government. 


"I 
find," 
said Dr. 
Nakamura, 
"that much of the damage in San 
Francisco from the earthquake was 
due to poor mortar and faulty con- 
struction, and the greater 
portion 
of the damage to the class A build 
ings by fire was the result of mis» 
guided use of hollow tiling and so- 
called fire blocks instead of concrete. 
It is an easy matter. I have found, 
to design a building that will be not 
only earthquake proof, but practi- 
cally 
fireproof. 


"There has developed as a result 
of the earthquake in San Francisco 
great prejudice against brick build- 
ings. 
However, 
they 
are largely 
employed in 
Japan, where 
earth- 
quakes of greater severity than the 
one experienced in this city are not 
uncommon. 
The secret oE their suc- 
cess, however, lies in the fact that 
good mortar is used. 
The mortar 
should either be composed of one 
part cement to two parts of sand 
or of one pai't cement, three of lime, 
and five of sand. 
The bricks should 
be thoroughly wet before being laid, 
and when the mortar has set under 
these conditions a wall becomes prac- 
tically one stone."

Faulty Cotiatructlon 
Caused Much 


Earthquake and Fire Damage. 
“Dishonest 
m ortar— a 
corrupt 
conglomeration of sea sand and lima 
*—was responsible for nearly all of 
the eaHhquake damage in San F ran ­ 
cisco,” says Dr. T. Nakamura, pro­ 
fessor of, architecture 
of the Im­ 
perial University of Tokio, and one 
of the most distinguished members 
of the committee sent to San F ran ­ 
cisco, by the Japanese Government to 
investigate the effects of earthquake 
and fire. 
After investigations, cover­ 
ing a period of several weeks, Dr. 
Nakamura has completed his labors 
and will report his conclusions to 
his government. 


“I find,” 
said Dr. 
Nakamura, 
“that much of the damage in San 
Francisco from the earthquake was 
due to poor mortar and faulty con­ 
struction, and the greater portion 
of the damage to the class A build 
ings by fire was the result of mis* 
guided use of hollow tiling and so* 
called fire blocks instead of concrete. 
It is an easy matter, I have found, 
to design a building that will be not 
only earthquake proof, but practi­ 
cally fireproof. 


“There has developed as a result 
of the earthquake in San Francisco 
great prejudice against brick build­ 
ings. 
However, 
they 
are largely 
employed in 
Japan, wfhere earth­ 
quakes of greater severity than the 
one experienced in this city are not 
uncommon. 
The secret of their suc­ 
cess, however, lies in the fact that 
good mortar is used. 
The mortar 
should either be composed of one 
part cement to two parts of sand 
or of one part cement, three of lime, 
and five of sand. 
The bricks should 
be thoroughly wet before being laid, 
and when the m ortar has set under 
these conditions a wall becomes prac­ 
tically one stone.”

A^td Woman Found Dead. 


One of the most stai tling incidents that 
has occurrcd in Adams county for eomo 
time occurred Friday morning when Mrs. 
Hannah Wolf was found dead in her home 
in East Berlin. I^Irs. Wolf waa about 73 
years old and lived entirely alone, her hus- 
band, Dr. Wolf, an old army surgeon, 
having died several weeks ago. She had 
not been seen for several days and neigh- 
bors noticing that the house was securely 
locked and apparently deserted became 
curious and walked around the house look- 
ing for some signs of the old lady. 
They 
had not gotten very nejir the place before 
tliey heiird the woman's parrot, which 
she kept as a pet, making a terrible rack- 
et as though in distress. Becoming more 
curious they determined to investigate the 
matter still further. On examination it 
was found that all tho doors were secure- 
ly fastened and a forced entrance was de- 
termined upon. 
It was accordingly made 
and on proceeding iurther the party were 
horrified to find Mi-s. Wolf'lying dead, 
and without a stitch of clothing on her 
body, in a doorway between two rooms. 
The news of tho gruesome find was spread 
inimediately but nothing, of course, could 
bo done as tho woman had ap^tirently 
been dead for feveral days. The parrot, 
becoming hungry was evidently imploring 
its mistress for food and when none was 
given gave vent to wild shrieks which 
drew the neighbors to the scene and caus- 
ed them to break into the house. Wheth- 
er Mrs. Wolf was iu the act of getting 
ready to take a bath, or merely changing 
her garments or whether the condition in 
Avhich she was found was merely due to 
an eccentricity will never be known but 
it is thought that ber daeth was due to ap- 
oplexy.

York, Aug. 28.—Secret Service agents 
believe that they have unearthed an ex­ 
tensive scheme to defraud the Govern­ 
ment out of cigar taxes in the lower part 
ot York county. Three arrests have been 
made and it is said more are to follow’. 


The first to be taken into custody was 
N, G. Meads, of Red Lion, a cigar manu­ 
facturer, charged with making and dis­ 
playing counterfeit labels, lie was arrest­ 
ed at the instance of E. A. Alexander, J. 
O. Bender and W. C. Noll, United States 
Revenue Detectives, who have been mak­ 
ing war upon a band of supposed counter­ 
feiters. 


The detectives also seized the cigar fac­ 
tory of S. E. Ileindel, of Dallastown. The 
factory was locked up by the detectives 
and the keys pocketed until investigations 
are made. 


The detectives also arrested T, L Smith 
and Mr. Tomey, two cigar manufacturers 
of Hanover, on similar charges, and other 
arrests are to follow shortly. 


It is charged that Heindel and C. J, 
Kinzer operated a factory for a time at 
Cardiff, Md. After securing the factory 
number and being permitted to join the 
union they closed down their factory, but 
continued to operate from that point and 
it is alleged they shipped out more than 
500,000 cigars.

Captain John Allen 
was at one time in the War of 1812, 
the master of the coasting schooner 
William and John, a vessel of fifty 
tons, in which he cruised the Maine 
soast, carrying lumber, wool and mer­ 
chandise. 
Early in the summer Cap­ 
tain Allen had gone to a small settle­ 
ment on the Narraguagus River, to 
load lumber for Boston.

Hundreds of bottles and 
cases of pills have been received at 
the office of the Secretary of State, 
but the Pope absolutely refuses to 
accept them. 


Only a few days ago the Pope said 


to a foreign prelate who visited him: 
"I have been offered the services of 
doctors and medicines from -all over 
the world,-and the pious people who 
sent the offers seem to think that 
their doctors and medicines are infal- 
lib?e. I am very thankful and grate- 
ful for the offers, but I cannot per- 
suade myself to take any of the 
drugs. I am sure there is enough 
stuff to make an international drug 
store. I cannot possibly think of 
swallowing any of the drugs." 


Gout a Xetv Experience. 


According to the Pope's own state- 


ment to the same prelate, the first at- 
tack of the gout he ever experienced 
came over him a little more than a 
year ago and in a few days made such 
rapid progress that it affected all of 
'his left leg.

It is in this 
way that 'Pius X. is enabled to find 
out many things which would not be 
reported to him in the ordinary 
course of business, such as the pre- 
vailing gossip of Vatican circles or in- 
formation as to the truth or falsity 
of many things reported to him dur- 
ing the course of the day 


After a light supper Pius X. recites 


the "rosary and the evening prayers 
with, his personal attendants in his 
private chapel, and at 10 is ready to 
retire. 


In itself the life of Pius X. is very 


simple and ought to contribute to the 
preservation of his health; his habits 
are extremely frugal and this also 
ought to lengthen his life. But the 
long imprisonment of three years in 
the gilded cage of the Vatican and 
the anxious dealings with affairs of 
which he was absolutely extraneous 
before his election have now preyed 
on his mind and have made of'him a 
changed man. 
His physicians have 


now assumed the task,to distract his 
mind as much as possible from the 
worries connected with the adminis- 
tration of the church. 


ance he experiences at the recurrence 
of these attacks is very great, as they 
seem to come at the most Inoppor- 
tune moments and prevent him some- 
times from attending to important 
business on hand. 
The doctors in 


attendance are now at work to pre- 
vent the possibility of the' gouty af- 
fection reaching the Pope's heart. 


The alarm created in Vatican cir- 


cles by the present condition of the 
Pope is so great that 'already the 
most prominent Cardinals have met 
in secret consultation to discuss the 
possibility of another conclave in the 
immediate future. Cardinal Oreglia, 
the Dean of the Sacred College, quiet- 
ly asked some of his most Influential 
colleagues to meet in his apartment 
for a friendly chat. Among the Car- 
dinals who attended was -Rampolla, 
the former Papal Secretary of State, 
who had never before set foot in 
Cardinal Oreglia's apartment because 
of their diverging" views on church 
politics; Cardinal Gotti, Prefect of 
the Propaganda, and Cardinals Sa- 
tolli, Cavagnis, Mathieu and Agliardi. 
Tne fact that no Cardinal belonging 
to the" religious orders was asked to 
attend the meeting is taken as a 
strong indication that the successor 
of the present Pope will be a secular 
Cardinal, such a policy having been 
adopted at the last conclave. 


L*ck of Exercise. 


In the opinion of one of the doc- 


tors who recently visited Pius X. th'e 
Pope's present condition of health Is 
not a constitutional illness, but sim- 
ply an indisposition brought about by 
his personal 
susceptibility, 
which 


makes him consider tke troubles and 
persecutions of the cAurch as per- 
sonal -* matters. Then there is the 
great change of habits brought about 
by his election to the Papal throne, 
which makes him a prisoner in the 
Vatican. , 


When Patriarch of Venice Pius X. 


was very fond of open air exercise, 
and -whenever he had a chance he 
took long walks into tie -Lido and un- 
dertook excursions and visits to the 
country parishes under his jurisdic- 
tion. Since his election 
to the 


papacy all this has changed, and, al- 
though in the beginning Pius X. 
showed himself very fond of taking 
long walks in the Vatican gardens, 
the sameness of-the melancholy and 
uninhabited surroundings soon tired j 
him of the exercise,'which of late he 
undertook only'with the greatest re- 
luctance and at the earnest urging of 
his Intimate prelates. 
It is this 


change of habits that has now caused 
the present partial collapse of Pius 
X.,'for tbe reason that a man at the 
age of seventy cannot adopt a differ- 
ent regime of life so easily as a young 
man. 


All along he has maintained the 


practice of rising early and of going 
to bed never later than 11 o'clock. 
After celebrating mass in his private 
chapel—a function which requires 
nearly an hour and a calf every 
morning, because after his own he 
attends the mass celebrated by one —Edward Everett Hale. 


LOW COST POTATOES. 


An estimate of the cost of growing 


potatoes in Michigan recently made 
places the figure at fourteen cents, 
which sounds very low, but at the 
same - time we observe an estimate 
by a -grower in AValdo County, Me., 
who reaches exactly the same con- 
clusion, having grown 216 bushels 
for $30.24. which would be fourteen 
cents per bushel.

SKIM MILK AXD HOGS. 


An interesting test at feeding hogs 


Skim milk at the Guelph, Canada, 
experiment station, is given in their 
bulletin, which will attract t!ie at- 
tention of pig feeders. 
It 
says: 


"Whenever from five to eight pounds 
of skim milk per day were fed to 
shoats in connection with all grain 
they would consume, it was equiva- 
lent to selling the skim milk at 
forty-two cents per hundred; when 
ten pounds of skim milk were fed, 
the returns were only thirty cents 
per hundred; when fifteen pounds 
were fed the returns were twenty 
cents per hundred, and when as much 
as twenty-five pounds of skim milk 
were fed tbe returns were only from 
ten cents to fifteen cents per hundred 
for the skim milk. These facts show 
that one can use too large quantities 
of skim milk.

ing war upon a band of supposed counter- 
feiters. 


The detectives also seized the cigar fac- 
tory of S. E. Heindel, of Dallastown, The 
factory was locked up by the detectives 
and the keys pocketed until investigations 
are made. 


The detectives also arrested T. i Smith 
and Mr. Tomey, two cigar manufacturers 
of Hanover, on similar charges, and other 
arrests are to follow shortly.

Grave Fears For His Health Have Made Cardinals 


Consider Possibilities of a New Conclave-Routine 


of Daily Life of Prisoner of Vatican—Alt His Life 
£*> 
He Has Been Fonl of Free Open Air Exercise 


Now Shut Off Frbm Him......................................... 


Notwithstanding the many reports 
recently sent out from here that the 
Pope had entirely recovered from 
his recent attack of tho gout, writes 
the Rome (Italy) correspondent of 
tho New York World, weH-founded 
rumors are just now very persistent 
in Vatican circles that Pius X. is very 
far from well. 
His recent illness haft 
been succeeded by a state of general 
debility which prevents him from 
standing any length of time, and Dr. 
Lapponi, his'm edical attendant, al­ 
though 
professing 
no 
immediate 
alarm at 
the 
situation, has 
been 
strongly insistent that even the most 
minute instructions ho gives for the 
care of his illustrious patient shkll 
be carried out to the letter. 


Since his recent attack of the gout 
well-meaning people from all over 
the world have sent to the Pope sug­ 
gestions and remedies which they 
claim would surely cure the Pope of 
his malady.’ Hundreds of bottles and 
cases of pills have been received at 
the office of the Secretary of State, 
but the Pope absolutely refuses to 
accept them. 


Only a few days ago the Pope said 
to a foreign prelate who visited him; 
“I have been offered the services of 
doctors and medicines from -all over 
the world,-and the pious people who 
sent the offers seem to think that 
their doctors and medicines are infal­ 
lible. 
I am very thankful and grate­ 
ful for the offers, but I cannot per­ 
suade myself to take any of the 
drugs. 
I am sure there is enough 
stuff to make an international drug 
store. 
I cannot possibly think of 
swallowing any of the drugs.” 


Gout a New Experience. 


According to the Pope’s own state­ 
ment to the same prelate, the first at­ 
tack of the gout he ever experienced 
came over him a little more than a 
year ago and in a few days made such 
rapid progress that it affected all of 
his left leg. 
The doctors to whom 
he applied for relief seemed unable 
to check the "progress of the malady, 
so that the 
Pope 
himself became 
greatly alarmed, fearing that sooner 
or later he might become a confirmed 
invalid. 
These attacks 
have s u c ­ 
ceeded each other at brief intervals 
within the past year, and the case has* 
become now so serious that Pius X. is 
hardly able to walk. 


He says himself that the annoy* 
ance he experiences at the recurrence 


of his private chaplains and then re­ 
mains alone about thirty minutes in 
prayer— 110 takes his modest break­ 
fast with his pergonal attendants* 
very often with his sisters, who are 
generally admitted to assist to his 
mass every morning. 


After breakfast it is the invariable 
custom of Pius X. to attend to his pri­ 
vate correspondence in his study. 
At 


0 the Cardinal Secretary of State 
is admitted to the Pope’s study, al­ 
ways bringing a large amount of cor­ 
respondence with him, which forms 
the subject of an hour’s discussion 
and adds to the Pope’s daily worries. 
At 10 the audiences begin, and up to 
1 o’clock in the afternoon it is a con­ 
tinuous procession of cardinals, bish­ 
ops, prelates and lay people, who are 
admitted to private audience. 
After 
the audiences are ended the Pope 
dines with his secretaries, and at 2 
o’clock is in the habit of retiring to 
his private apartments for a siesta, 
which is considered indispensable by 
all Italian ecclesiastic and which gen­ 
erally lasts an hour. 
Then, unless 
unusual business pressure prevents 
him, the time arrives for a walk in 
the garden or in the Raphaelian log­ 
gias in case of rain. 


Pius 
X. 
occasionally ’ asks Mgr. 
Bressan to walk with him, but as a 
rule prefers to be alone reading his 
Breviary. 
Of late the pressure of 
business has been such and the dis­ 
likes of the Pope for his monotonous 
surroundings have so increased that 
very seldom he 
has indulged 
all 
through the past winter in even this 
modest kind of relaxation.

When Patriarch of Venice Pius X. 
was very fond of open air exercise, 
and whenever he had a chance he 
took long walks into tke'Lido and un­ 
dertook excursions and visits to the 
country parishes under his jurisdic­ 
tion. 
Since 
his 
election 
to 
the 
papacy all this has changed, and, al­ 
though in 
the 
beginning 
Pius X. 
showed himself very fond of taking 
long walks in the Vatican gardens, 
the sameness of the melancholy and 
uninhabited surroundings soon tired 
him of the exercise, which of late he 
undertook only" with the greatest re­ 
luctance and at the earnest urging of 
his 
intimate 
prelates. 
It is this 
change of habits that has now caused 
the present partial collapse of Pius 
X ./fo r the reason that a man at the 
age of seventy cannot adopt a differ­ 
ent regime of life ?o easily as a young 
man. 


All along he has maintained the 
practice of rising early and of .going 
to bed never later than 11 o’clock. 
After celebrating mass in his private 
chapel— a function which requires 
nearly an hour and a naif every 


furnishes refreshments for the enter­ 
tainm ent of his visitors.

way that ‘Pius X. is enabled to find

SKIM MILK AND HOGS. 


An interesting test at feeding hogs 
skim milk at the Guelph, Canada, 
experiment station, is given in their 
bulletin, which will attract the at­ 
tention 
of pig 
feeders. 
It 
says: 
Whenever from five to eight pounds 
of skim milk pe-r day were fed to 
shoats in connection with all grain 
they would consume, it was equiva­ 
lent to selling the skim milk at 
forty-two cents per hundred; when 
ten pounds of skim milk were fed, 
the returns were only thirty cents 
per hundred; when fifteen pounds 
were fed the returns were twenty 
cents per hundred, and when as much 
as twenty-five pounds of skim milk 
were fed the returns were only from 
ten cents to fifteen cents per hundred 
for the skim milk. These facts show 
that one can use too large quantities 
of skim milk.

Granting the Pennsylvaaia Telephone 


Company the right to occupy the 
streets and highways of the Borough, 
of New Oxford with poles and wires, 
as may be necessary for conducting 
its business, and prescribing the con- 
ditions therefore. 
SEC. 1. Be it enacted and ordained by 


the Borough of New Oxford in Town. 
Council met and assembled, and it is 
hereby enacted and ordained by the au- 
thority of the same, that permission he 
and is lierebr granted The Pennsylvania 
Telephone Company to occupy the 
streets and hash ways of the Borough of 
New Oxford, Pa., with poles and wires 
as may be necessary for conducting its 
business and to maintain the oame in, 
good safe and serviceable condition 


SEC. 2. That all poJes shall be erect- 


ed under the supervision of the Burgess 
and the Committee on highways of said 
Borough. 
Sue. 3. That it is hereby expressly 


understood and agreed between theBor-1- 
ough of New Oxford. Pa , and the Penn- 
sylvania Telephone Company, that the 
privileges heretofore granted by the 
former are given in consideration of the 
latter agreeing for itself, its successors 
and assigns, that when the said Borough 
of New Oxford, Pa., shall adopt a fire 
alarm telegraph, the said The Pennsyl- 
vania Telephone Company shall permit 
the fire alarm wire to be run upon all the 
poles of said Company within the limits 
of Borough aforesaid. 


SKC. 4. That when it may become ne- 


cessarv for said Company to dig up any 
part of any street or alley in said Bor- 
ough, for the planting of any pole or 
other necessity or convenience, the said 
The Pennsylvania Telephone Company 
shall immediately repair that part of 
such streei or alley, thus dug up or oth- 
erwise obstructed, and put in such con- 
dition as shall meet with the appioval of 
the Street Committee of the Council of 
aforesaid Borough of New Oxford.

ousy.

street

a dozen blocks of

Congress has been asked to pen- 
son Mrs. Mary G. Robinson, of Fal- 
mouth, 
Mass., 
and 
Mrs.

Hamer, of Chelsea, Mass., daughters 
of Captain John Allen, who 
during 
the W a r of 1812 drove a British war- 
ship off the coast of Maine and pre- 
vented the capture of his vessel at 
a time when the British ships were, 
creating havoc with,American ship- 
ping. 
For the brave act the Massa- 
chusetts Legislature 
presented 
him 
with a sword, which Is now the prop- 
erty of his grandson. 


Both of the daughters are widows. 
Mrs. Robinson is eighty-two years of 
age, and Mrs. Hamer 
seventy-two. 
Congress will be asked to in some 
way compensate them for the-lieroism 
of their father. 
Captain John Allen 
was at one time In the War of 1812, 
the master of the coasting schooner 
William and John, a vessel of 
fifty 
tons, In which he cruised the Maine 
joast, carrying lumber, wool and mer- 
chandise. 
Early In the summer Cap- 
tain Allen had gone to a small settle- 
ment on the Narraguagus River, to 
load lumber for Boston. 
His crew 
consisted of three hardy, courageous 
men who had been born within sound 
of the sea and had practically grown 
up in boats, and a boy of fourteen. 
The skipper, too, was a daring man 
of the sea, and was. It Is said, a dis- 
tant relative of the Intrepid 
Ethan 


Allen, 


At this time British vessels were

and

vessel that might show itself. 
Cap- 
tain Allen upon hearing of these ships 
laughed, and when he had taken on

His recent Illness has 
been sncceeded by a state of general 
debility 
which 
prevents him 
from 
standing any length of time, and Dr. 
Lapponi, his'medical attendant, al- 
though 
professing 
no 
immediate 
alarm at 
the 
situation, has 
been 
strongly insistent that even the most 
minute instructions ho gives for the 
care of his Illustrious patient shkll 
be carried out to the letter. 


Since his recent attack of the gout 
well-meaning people from all 
over 
the world have sent to the Pope sug- 
gestiofis and 
remedies 
which 
they 
claim would surely cure the Pope of 
his Malady.' 
Hundreds of bottles and 
cases of pills have been received at 
the office of the Secretary of State, 
but the Pope absolutely refuses to 
accept them. 


Only a few days ago the Pope said 
to a foreign prelate who visited him; 
"I have been offered the services of 
doctors and medicines from -all over 
the world,-and the pious people who 
sent the offers seem to think 
that 
their doctors and medicines are infal- 
lible. 
I am very thankful and grate- 
ful for the offers, but I cannot per- 
suade 
myself 
to take any 
of 
the 
drugs. 
I am sure there is enough 
stuff to make an International drug 
store. 
I cannot possibly think 
of 
swallowing any of the drugs." 


Gout a New Experience. 


According to the Pope's own state- 
ment to the same prelate, the first at- 
tack of the gout he ever experienced 
came over him a little more than a 
yekr ago and in a few days made such 
rapid progress that it affected all of 
his left leg. 
The doctors to whom 
he applied for relief seemed unable 
to check the'progress of the malady, 
so that the 
Pope 
himself 
bécame 
greatly alarmed, fearing that sooner 
or later he might become a confirmed 
Invalid. 
These 
attacks 
have 
suc- 
ceeded each other at brief intervals 
within the past year, and the case has, 
become now so serious that Pius X. is 
hardly able to Walk. 


He says himself that the annoy- 
ance he experiences at the recurrence 
of these attacks is very great, as they 
seem to come at the most Inoppor- 
tune moments and prevent him some- 
times from attending to 
important 
business on hand. 
The doctors In 
attendance are now at work to pre- 
vent the possibility of the gouty af- 
fection reaching the Pope's heart. 


The alarm created in "Vatican cir- 
cles by the present condition of the 
Pope is so great that already 
the 
most prominent Cardinals have met 
in secret consultation to discuss the 
possibility of another conclave In the 
immediate future. 
Cardinal Oreglia, 
the Deán of the Sacred College, quiet- 
ly asked some of his most influential 
colle^agues to meet In his apartment 
for á friendly chat. 
Among the Car- 
dinals who attended was Rampolla, 
the former Papal Secretary of State, 
who had never before set foot in 


• 


Cardinal Oreglia's apartment because 
of their diverging views on church 
politics; 
Cardinal Gotti, Prefect of 
the Propaganda, and Cardinals Sa- 
tolli, Cavagnis, Mathieu and Agllardi, 
Tne fact that no Cardinal belo^nging 
to the religious orders was asked to 
attend the meeting Is taken as a 
strong indication that the successor 
of tho present Pope will be a secular 
Cardinal, such a policy having been 
adopted at the last conclave.

Lack of JCxercise. 


In the opinion of one of the doc- 
tors who recently visited Pius X. the 
Pope's present condition of health is 
not a constitutional illness, but sim- 
ply an indisposition brought about by 
his 
personal, 
susceptibility, 
which 
makes him consider the troubles and 
persecutions of the cAurch as per- 
pona!-matters. 
Then 
there 
is 
the 
great change of habits brought about 
by his election to the Papal throne, 
which makes him a prisoner in the 
Vatican. . 


When Patriarch of Venice Pius X. 
was very fond of open air exercise, 
and whenever he had a chance he 
took long walks into tke'Lido and un- 
dertook excursions and visits to the 
country parishes under his jurisdic- 
tion. 
Since 
his 
election 
to 
the 
papacy all this has changed, and, al- 
though in 
the 
beginning 
Pius X. 
showed himself very fond of taking 
long walks in the Vatican gardens, 
the sameness of the melancholy and 
uninhabited surroundings soon tired 
him of the exercise, which of late he 
undertook only'with the greatest re- 
luctance and at the earnest urging of 
his 
intimate 
prelates. 
It is 
this 
change of habits that has now caused 
the present partial collapse of Pius 
X.,*for tho reason that a man at the 
age of seventy cannot adopt a differ- 
ent regime of life po ea«ily a^ a young 
man. 


All along he has maintained 
the 
practice of rising early and of ^oing 
to bed never later than 13. o'clock. 
After celebrating mass jn his private 
chapel—a 
function 
^yhich 
requires 
nearly 
an hour 
and m naif 
every 


of his private chaplains and then re- 
mains alone about thirty minutes in 
prayer—ho takes his modest break- 
fast with 
his pergonal 
attendants, 
very often with his sisters, who are 
generally admitted to assist to his 
mass every morning. 


After breakfast it is the invariable 
custom of Pius X. to attend to his pri- 
vate correspondence in his study. 
At 
3 the 
Cardinal 
Socrctary of State 
is auniittin! to the Pope's study, al- 
ways bringing a large amount of cor- 
respondence with him, which forms 
the subject of an hour's discussion 
and adds to the Pope's daily worries. 
At 10 the audiences begin, and up to 
1 o'clock in the afternoon it is a con- 
tinuous procession of cardinals, bish- 
ops, prelates and lay people, who are 
admitted to private audience. 
After 
the audiences are ended the 
Pope 
dines with his secretaries, and at 2 
o'clock Is In the habit of retiring to 
his private apartments for a siesta, 
which is considered indispensable by 
all Italian ecclesiastic and which gen- 
erally lasts an hour. 
Then, unless 
unusual 
business pressure 
prevents 
him, the time arrives for a walk in 
the garden or in the Raphaelian log- 
gias in case of rain. 


Pius 
X, 
occasionally' asks Mgr. 
Bressan to walk with him, but as a 
rule prefers to be alone reading his 
Breviary, 
Of late the pressure of 
business has been such and the dis- 
likes of the Pope for his monotonous 
surroundings have so increased that 
very 
seldom 
he 
has indulged 
all 
through the past winter in even this 
modest kind of relaxation.

LINSEED OIL FOR ÎÎOGS. 


After a year's experiments at the 
Missouri Station in results of various 
grain mixtures fed to hogs during the 
fattening period, the best»- general re- 
sults, expense 
considered, 
wore ob- 
tained from five parts corn meal and 
one part linseed oil^ meal. 
The mix- 
ture gave tho greatest aîul most rapid 
gain. 
Cottonseed meal as a mixture 
with corn meal was very unsatisfac- 
tory, while gluten meal 
and gluten 
foe4 gave fair results, but not equal 
to linseed oil. Wheat middlings mixed 
with corn moal were quite satisfactory,

Sometimes the Pope receives an in- 
timate' prelate, whom he has espe- 
cially asked to a familiar conference, 
and really these visits are the only 
kind of relaxation the Pope finds dur- 
.ing bis day's work. 
He then forgets 
that he is the Pope. 
He treats his 
guest with a familiarity unknown in 
the annals of the Vatican and even 
furnishes refreshments for the enter- 
tainment of his visitors. 
It is in this 
way that 'Pius X. is enabled to find 
out many things which would not be 
reported to 
him 
in the 
ordinary 
course of business, such as the pre- 
vailing gossip of Vatican circles or in- 
formation as to the truth or falsity 
of many things reported to him dur- 
ing the course of the day 


After a light »upper Pius X. recites 
the rosary and the evening prayers 
with his personal attendants in his 
private chapel, and at 10 is ready to 
retire. 


In itself the life of Pius X. is very 
simple and ought to contribute to the 
preservation of his health; his habits 
are extremely frugal and this also 
ought to lengthen his life. 
But the 
long imprisonment of three years in 
the gilded cage of the Vatican and 
the anxious dealings with affairs of 
which he was absolutely extraneous 
before his election have now preyed 
on his mind and have made of'him a 
changed man. 
His physicians have 
now assumed the task ,to distract his 
mind as much as possible from the 
worries connected with the adminis- 
tration of the church. 


LOW COST POTATOES, 
An estimate of the cost of growing 
potatoes in Michigan recently made 
places the figure at fourteen cents, 
which sounds very low, but at the 
same • time we observe an 
estimate 
by a grower in Waldo County, Me., 
who reaches exactly the same con- 
clusion , having grown 216 
bushels 
for 130.24, which would be fourteen 
cents per bushel. 
Some of his items, 
however, sound 
rather 
under-esti- 
mated. 
He figures for plowing and 
harrowing $3, planting* i3.50, seed 
fertilizer, eight hundred pounds. 
$11.75, harrowing 
$2, paris 
green 
applied $1, digging and storing $6. 


TIio Uandkercliief. 


Is the linen handkerchief doomed? 
In a recent issue of the New York 
Medical Record, Dr. L. A. 
Barkan 
urges the use of paper handkerchiefs, 
which shall be burned up. 
The hand- 
kerchief, he says, 
quite a dan- 
gerous bacteria carrier and preserver, 
chiefly on account of being stored in 
the depth of a pocket where a mild 
temperature, humidity, and geclusipn 
of air and light contribute to the in- 
crease and spread of bacteria." 
He 
specifies the bacteria of pneumonia, 
tuberculosis, 
"their 
frequent 
pre- 
cursoi*, Influenza," and cerebro spinal 
meningitis. 
The handerchief, ho as- 
serts, deposits the bacteria in clothes 
and pockets and spreads them broad- 
cast. 
The moral seems to be that the 
man who would upreserve his own 
health and that of the people about 
him, should begin the day with a 
few 
dozen 
paper 
handkerchiefs, 
which are destj-oyed as fast as they 
are used.—New York Evening Post. 


SKIM MILK AND 
HOGS. 


An interesting test at feeding hogs 
skim milk at the Guelph, 
Canada, 
experiment station, is given in their 
bulletin, which will attract the at- 
tention 
of pig 
feeders. 
It 
says: 
Whenever from five to eight pounds 
of skim milk pe-r day were fed to 
shoats in connection with all grain 
they would consume, it was equiva- 
lent 
to selling the 
skim 
milk 
at 
forty-two cents per hundred; 
when 
ten pounds of skim milk were fed, 
the returns were only thirty 
cents 
per hundred; 
when fifteen . pounds 
were fed the returns were 
twenty 
cents per hundred, and when as much 
as twenty-five pounds of skim milk 
were fed the returns were only from 
ten cents to fifteen cents per hundred 
for the skim milk. These facts show 
that one can use too large quantities 
of skim milk. 


LOW HEADS.FOR FRUIT TREES, 


I 
have no arbitrary 
height 
at 
which fruit trees should be headed; 
any height'below twenty-four inches 
will do. 
This may seem too low to 
most 
people, ^specially 
those 
who 
are in the habit of growing and prun- 
ing 
apple trees 
into 
forest 
trees. 
But bear in mind that we want an 
apple tree and not a forest tree, that 
we want fruit and plenty of it, and 
not 
firewood. 
The nurserymen 
are 
willing to supply low-headed 
trees 
if we demand them, but as long as 
we prefer 
fishing 
poles and whips, 
we will be served with them. 
It 
may cost more to grow low-headed, 
sticky trees, since a fewer number 
are grown on a given area. 
It de- 
mands more labor, but the time is at 
hand when the fruit grower is will- 
ing to pay if he can get what ho 
wants.—Professor

A N ORDINANCE. 


Granting the Pennsylvaaia Telephone 
Company the right to occupy the 
streets and highways of the Borough 
of New Oxford with poles and wires, 
as may be necessary for conducting 
its business, and prescribing the con- 
ditions therefore. 
SEC. 1. Be it enacted and ordained by 
the Borough of New Oxford in Town 
Council met and assembled, and it is 
hereby enacted and ordained by the au- 
thority of the same, that permission be 
and is hereby granted The Peiinsyivania 
Teleph ine Company to occupy 
t h e 
streets and higliways of the Borough of 
New Oxford, Pa., with poles and wires 
as may be nccessary for couductiug its 
business and to maintain the «ame iu 
good, safe and serviceable condition 


SEC. 2. That all poles shall be efect- 
od under the supervision of the Burgess 
and the Committee ou highways of said 
Borough. 


SEC. 3, 
That it is hereby expressly 
understood and agreed between the Bor- 
ough of New Oxford, Pa , aad the Penn- 
gylvania Telephone Company, that the 
privileges heretofore granted by the 
former are given in consideration of the 
latter agreeing for itself, its successors 
and assigns, that when the said Borough 
of New Oxford, Pa., shall adopt a fire 
alarm telegraph, the said The Pennsyl- 
vania Telephone Company shall permit 
the fire alarm wire to be run upon all the 
poles of said Company with,iu the limits 
of Borough aforesuid. 


SEC. 4, That when it may become ne- ; 
cessary for said Company to dig up any 
part of any street or alley in said Bor- 
ough, for the planting of any pole or 
other necessity or couveuicuce, the said 
The Penrsylvania Telephone Company 
shall immediately repair that part of 
such street or alley, thus dug up or oth- 
erwise obstructed, and put in such con- 
dition as shall meet with the appioval of 
the Street Committee of the Council of 
aforesaid Borough of New Oxford, 
; 


SEC. 5, That the said. The Pennsyl- 
vania Telephone Company shall pay for 
the printing and publishing of this ordi- 
nance. 
It is agreed that The Pennsvl» 
vania Telephone Company will pay for 
Police Supervision twenty five rents an- 
nual pole tax per'poll within the Bor- 
ough of New Oxford. 


SEO. C. That if at the end of one (1) 
year from the date of the passage of this 
(udinance the said The Pennsylvania 
Telephone Company shall not have its 
plant in operation in New Oxford, then ' 
all rights and privileges herein granted 
shall cease and be at an end. 


BEG. 7. All ordinances or parts of or* 
dinances inconsistent herewith be and 
the same are hereby repealed. 


Enacted into an ordinance in the Bor- 
ough of New Oxford, Pa., this 7lh day 
of August, 1900
